THE CHANCELLOR OF THE 
EXCHEQUER. 

Ordinarily the appointment of a new 
British. Chancellor of the Exchequer 
would call. for—slight comment. It 
would merely be noted that -, Mr. 
NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN, owing .to his 
family “and political .connections and 
to the ability with which he ha filled 
two other high offices under the Gov- 
ernment, is well. fitted for the position. 
But a tale of’ high politics hangs upon 
his selection. When sore months ago 
the Prime Minister offered the. Ex- 


chequer to REGINALD McKenna, who} 


had previously. held it asa Liberal; 
it wes regarded as a master. stroke: 
Mr. McKenna’s high reputation with 
the City was expected to add prestige 
to the Government, while ‘his acces- 
‘sion would be, in effect, a sort of mila 
continuation’ by Mr. Batpwin of the 
idea of a Coalition Government.” 

Mr. McKewna’s acceptance was con- 
ditioned on the fuli recovery of his
